A B rief Becap! filiation of G eneral 
G rauUh T our A round th e W orld. 
General Grant left the United States ou 
a tour around the world on May 17, 1S77 
by the Steamship Indiana, from Philadel­ 
phia for Liverpool, being escorted down 
the Delaware by officers ut the city aud 
national 
government. Ile 
arrived 
at 
Liverpool on May 27—the hospitalities of 
the city being extended to him by the 
Mayor. Al Manchester he received the 
bac courtesy, aaa on his arrival lo London 
was 
tendered 
receptions, 
at 
which 
members 
of 
the 
royal 
family 
were 
present. 
Military 
and 
p finical clubs made him an honorary 
member, aud the honorary degree of D. O. 
L. was conferred upon him by the Oxford 
University. The freedom of the city of 
London was next presented to him, after 
wmch banquets, fetes and balls followed, 
culminating in a dinner given to him by 
the Queen at Windsor Castle. General 
Gram then started on a Continental tour, 
ylsiuug Brussels, Cologne, Frankfort, aid 
Geneva, after that making short trips iii 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden, and re­ 
turning to London, 
in Scotland he was 
presented with the freedom of five cities 
and two boroughs, and then made a round 
of the English provincial towns, leaving 
for France on the 24th of October. Ban­ 
quets were given him by President McMah­ 
on, the American res dents in Pans, and 
Emile de Girardin. Visits were next made 
to 
Gibraltar, 
Algiers, 
Constantinople, 
Athens, Naples and points In Souther i 
Europe. On January 1,1878, he sailed 
from Malta for Egypt and the Nile, visiting 
the Khedive at Caro; then traveling ta 
Constantinople and from thence to Athens, 
where he aud Mrs. Giant were formally 
present' J 
to 
the 
King 
aud 
Queen of Greece. A visit was next made 
to Rome, where the General,his wife and 
son Jesse were presented to the Pope by 
Cardinal McCloskey. After a trip through 
italy, Paris was once more visited, next 
Holland, Germany, .Scandinavia, and then 
Russia. 
At St. Petersburg the General 
had an audience with the Emperor Alex­ 
ander. The rest of the year was spent in 
a tour of Austria, Spam and Portugal, 
and 
a 
third 
visit 
to 
Paris. 
The 
long-deterred 
trip 
to 
Ire­ 
land followed, but although the ex-Pres- 
ldent was enthusiastically greeted at Dub­ 
lin, Belfast,and other points, the reception, 
as a whole was not cordial, and the visit 
was made as brief as pomble. A farewell 
visit was made to Paris, and a grand din­ 
ner was given at the Palacj d’Eiyse by 
President MacM&hon. 
On the 23J of 
January, 1879, General Grant ani party 
embarked at Marseilles for India. Every, 
where throughout that country the ex*Pf es 
ldent was received with the most distin­ 
guished attention and consideration. Siam 
was next visited, the King bestowing 
many horors upon tbe General. 
China 
was tbe next point oi travel, a feature of 
the visit being the, presentation of hq ad­ 
dress relative to the subject of Chinese 
emigration to the United States. 
On ar­ 
riving in Japan, on the 3 i of July, Grant 
jroceeded direct to Tokio, having an au­ 
dience 
with 
the 
Emperor 
on 
l;he 
following 
day. 
A 
series 
of magnificent entertainments was given 
in his nonor, and he was burdened with 
unexpected questions lo regard to Eastern 
policy, both sides of the Loochoo contro­ 
versy having been laid before him by 
rince Kung, of China, and the Japanese 
authorities. On the Sd of September, airer 
a stay in Japan of two months, General 
Grant sailed from Yokohama, on the 
steamer, City of Toklo, tor San Fran- 
cioco.

H am ilton, Ontario, C anals, Sept. 2* 
1379.—In my last, I left the Vice Rega 
party, of whom I wa*? chiefly disc yawing 
la Toronto, where they remain: J n irly 
two weeks. But meanwhile this city was 
making preparations to receive I’4* dlst'u- 
gu’shed guests. 
There is a Ane old residence at one side 
of the city called Dundern Castle* It ta in 
the midst of broad acres, those adjacent to 
the castle being handsomely improved 
This residence was offered £s the twenty- 
four hours* residence of the Vice Reg a1 
party, and was accepted. The cpstle was 
duly beautified and decorated with flowers, 
also fixtures tor illuminating the house and 
beautiful surrounding park in the evening. 
The formal opening of ahandsome and im­ 
posing Court House, the finest legal build­ 
ing in Canada, just completed, was the one 
marked event ot the day. It was under­ 
stood also that a drawing-room should by 
held in the evening by the Princess and 
the Governor-General. 
Sunday, the lith , it rained, giving u= 
mud for a long season of dust. But the 
15th—the day tor the promised Vice Regal 
visit, opened with sunshine and pies sa ut 
warmth. On the arrival of the special train

There had been erected a very handsome 
evergreen arch over the gate of exit from 
depot to street and a platform wfi3 duly- 
laid, which was covered, es WM a)so the 
way from the cars thereto, with scarlet 
cloth, tor the feet ot the Princess and her 
party.

Mayor gave the Addre i of Welcome lront 
Hamilton, to "His Excellency, the Right

of the Thistle, Knight Grand Cross of Our 
Most Distinguished Order of St. Michael 
and St. George, Governor-General of th.

The address wa 3 respond od 
to by the Marquis after which the Recep­ 
tion Committee, officials, &z.t were pre­ 
sented to the Marquis and Princess.

His muscular 
arm, as hard as iron, is ss thick almost as 
aa ordinary man’s waist, and his leg 
pretty nearly as large around cs a barrel ut 
dour. 
Re J man is a native of Virginia, but his 
tor many years resided in Illinois. Ile was 
a mighty hunter in his younger days, aud 
no slouch of one now, it is said, bul horned 
cattle have principally engaged his busi­ 
ness attention from his boyhood.

thirty years. The aged b ast was gath­ 
ered to her fathers abv>ut seven years ago, 
and it is bald that quite a cjmiderable fund 
has nearly been filled for the erection OI a 
monument over her grave at Chillicothe. 
A Ii st trotter and runner, Turtle Dove 
was pose «ed of almost human intelli­ 
gence. She was PS handy t s a man about 
the ah :k farm, with bucket in mouth at 
the regular hours daily bringing from the 
spring all the water for the cattle lo drink. 
But to get back to the regular subject oi 
more general and principal interest, Col­ 
onel John’s personal strength, it will best 
serve to relate some example* of it.

He 
went on his wuy a wiser aud poorer man, 
while the owner of the horse and myself 
returned to the fort. I pocketed the twen 
ty dollars, of course. Some people might 
thiuk it was not a square way of doing 
busine.*®, but I didn’t know any better just 
then. I had several little cases of this 
kind, and I became better post'd on law in 
the course of time.

Last night about half past ten o’c!cck 
Moses L. Burdick, well known by his 
frienis as Deacon Burdtck, died in this 
city at the home of h*s son-in-law Mr. fc> 
A. Carey. 
For many years he has b a n 
feeble in health, but since last April it has 
been 
markedly 
noticeable that he wes 
failing fast. His troubles were dropsical in 
their nature. For three weeks past, his 
family physician Dr. Judd, has considered 
him past all hope of recovery, so that the 
arrival of the dread hour was not alto­ 
gether unlooked for, still it proved a heavy 
blow, and in the sorrow.thus caused, not 
only the family, out a large circle of friends 
will share.

Many draw checks 
without stamping them, and leave it to the 
banks to put the stamps 
on and charge 
them up to their accounts. 
This relieves 
the bank of ail liability but it does not let 
oat the man who draw9jthe check. 
The 
banks furnish checks already stamped, for 
j09t 
the 
a n t 
.of 
the £ stamps, 
and it is a much safer way to use these, 
and be sure there is a stamp on the check 
before it passes from the hands of the 
signer, If not, some one 4who may haye 
some little spite to satisfy m iy complain, 
and if so there is no way of eyading $50 
fine tor each and every offense. Ed. Coe, 
of the Whitewater Register got caught in 
this way the other day, and his experience 
should prove a warning. 
We let him tell 
it in bls own words : 
Yesterday afternoon a warrant from U. 
S. Court Commissioner Ryan, of Milwau­ 
kee, was served on the editor of this paper 
to appear and answer to the charge oi vio 
lating the Revenue laws.
